HEALTH  SERVICES 


(1)  Information  concerning  the  statutory  and  voluntary  Health  and 
Welfare  Services  in  the  area  are  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
and  further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Divisional  Medical  Office,  David  Street,  Northwich. 


(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 

The  Northwich  Urban  District  lies  within  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board's  area,  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester, 
8.  Telephone  Number  -  Deansgate  644l . 


(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Specimens  and  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  are 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 


(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is 
under  radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester. 

All  999  calls  made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected 
to  this  central  control.  The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is 
that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner  should  ring  the  Northwich 
Depot  -  Telephone  Number  -  Northwich  3355. 
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SECT  ION  III 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 


Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the 
local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order 
to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 


With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 


Section  30 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action,  under  either  Sections 
during  the  year.

(2)  DYSENTERY 


The  nine  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  in  two  related  families 
with  young  children  who  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  together.  Re¬ 
infections  occurred  amongst  members  of  the  families  despite  intensive 
visiting  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Health  Visitor  and  a 
period  of  nearly  four  months  elapsed  before  we  were  able  to  say  that 
the  families  were  free  from  infection.  Fortunately  no  cases  occurred 
outside  these  families .

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( 1 )  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Mid  and  South  East 
Cheshire  Water  Board,  whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Northwich. 

The  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

During  the  year  the  Water  Board  submitted  copies  of  the  bacteriologist's 
report  on  34  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Northwich  Urban  District.  All 
the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  not  liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent 
action. 

There  are  no  stand-pipes  in  the  Urban  District. 


(2)  SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  attendances  at  the  Public  Swimming  Baths  numbered  124,825,  and 
the  revenue  was  £4,440.  The  swimming  baths  have  the  only  covered  pool 
in  Mid-Cheshire,  and  consequently  are  used  by  patrons  drawn  from  the  urban 
area  and  a  large  number  of  surrounding  areas. 

In  addition  to  the  general  public  the  baths  are  used  by  the  schools, 
Training  Centres  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped,  and  the  Club  for  the 
physically  handicapped. 

In  the  hot  baths  section  there  are  four  baths;  1,167  people  used 
them  during  the  year. 

The  two  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  were  satisfactory. 


Paddling  Pool . -  Church  Walk 

This  amenity  was  in  full  use  during  the  summer  months  and  is  filled 
and  emptied  twice  weekly;  the  water  is  treated  with  sodium  hypochlorite 
solution. 


( 3 )  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  contract  for  the  resewerage  of  the  town  centre  was  completed  in 
1967,  and  sewage  from  the  Barons  Quay  Pumping  Station  is  now  being  pumped 
via  Dock  Road  to  the  Wallerscote  Sewerage  Works  and  six  connections  to 
the  rivers  Weaver  and  Dane  have  been  discontinued.  Initially,  the  flow 
to  the  Wallerscote  Sewerage  Works  produced  some  difficulties  due  to  the 
heavy  discharges  of  silt  from  the  sewers  but  this  has  been  overcome  and 
Wallerscote  Sewerage  Works  is  now  operating  satisfactorily. 

Sewers  and  a  syphon  to  bring  sewage  from  the  Western  side  of  the  River 
Weaver  into  the  new  system  are  being  designed  and  work  should  commence 
during.  1 968/69.  In  addition  investigations  into  the  sewerage  difficulties 
in  the  Rudheath  area,  London  Road  area,  Chester  Road  area  and  Winnington 
lane  are  proceeding. 

(4)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

There  is  still  a  chemical  closet  in  the  district  but  this  is  in  an 
area  where  there  is  no  access  to  the  public  sewers . 
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(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  service  is  continuing  to  function  satisfactorily,  and  a  regular 
weekly  service  is  given  throughout  the  district. 

Increasing  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  the  recruitment  and 
retention  of  suitable  workmen  for  this  type  of  work,  no  doubt  due  to  the 
availability  of  more  attractive  types  of  employment  in  the  area.  One 
possible  solution  for  the  future  could  be  the  use  of  paper  sacks  and  the 
employment  of  female  labour.  Another  alternative  is  to  offer  considerably 
higher  wages,  but  this  is  basically  a  matter  of  national  policy. 

The  department  continues  to  remove  practically  everything  from 
premises  at  the  request  of  the  householder,  the  main  exception  being 
builders'  rubble.  This  service  is  still  given  free  of  charge,  and  it  is 
beyond  understanding ^ that  people  still  dump  this  type  of  refuse  in 
various  open  spaces  in  the  district,  necessitating  a  collection  from  time 
to  time  throughout  the  district  to  clear  the  sites. 

The  collection  and  sale  of  waste  paper  remains  fairly  constant; 
income  being  slightly  less  due  to  a  decrease  in  the  price  per  ton.  This 
method  of  disposal  of  what  is  normally  refuse  is  a  good  outlet  for  a 
commodity  which  would  be  a  nuisance  on  a  refuse  tip. 

The  collection  of  kitchen  waste  was  discontinued  during  the  year, 
mainly  due  to  the  education  authority  disposing  of  this  waste  from  its 
school  kitchens  direct  to  a  dealer.

Dustbins  are  provided  to  dwelling  houses  as  a  charge  to  the  rate 
und,  and  one  dustbin  is  supplied  to  one  dwelling  house.  During  1967 
approximately  375  bins  were  provided  as  renewals.  This  is  a  rather 
remarkably  low  figure  as  the  average  life  of  a  dustbin  is  estimated  to 

bf  years>  with  6,550  houses  in  the  district  this  would  mean 

that  65 0  bins  should  be  issued  annually.  Complaints  are  often  received 

that  the  workmen  damage  bins  in  the  course  of  collection,  but  in  the  face 
of  these  figures  it  would  seem  obvious  that  both  householders  and  workmen 
m  the  main  treat  the  bins  in  a  proper  manner. 


(6)  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

At  the  present  time  this  authority  is  very  fortunate  in  the 

aI?1^bility  °f  land  for  refuse  disposal.  The  refuse  tip  is  situated 
olf  the  new  Warrington  Road  and  an  annual  rent  is  paid  for  its  use. 

There  is  still  some  years  of  tipping  available  on  this  site  and  event¬ 
ually  an  otherwise  derelict  peice  of  land  will  become  available  for  some 
use,  possibly  light  industry.  An  agreement  has  been  reached  for  the 
purchase  of  another  site  and  planning  permission  has  been  received  for 

It  • 


Although  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping, 
occasional  difficulties  do  arise  which  can  create  problems,  because  of 
the  close  proximity  of  the  tip  to  dwelling-houses.  Probably  the  only 
answer  to  this  problem  would  be  to  alter  the  present  method  of  disposal 
and  treat  the  refuse  by  means  of  pulverisation. 
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(7)  CANAL  BOATS 


There  are  40  canal  boats  registered  with  the  Authority.  This  seems 
to  be  a  constant  figure. 

(8)  LICENSED  CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  no  licensed  sites  and  there  has  been  little  unauthorised 
parking.  There  is  an  area  in  Northwich  which  is  used  by  the  show-people 
whilst  passing  through  Northwich  or  when  resting  between  the  seasons. 

No  trouble  arose  on  this  site  as  it  is  well  conducted,  the  people 
concerned  being  members  of  the  Showman's  Guild  who  have  strict  rules  on 
this  matter. 


(9)  RODENT  CONTROL 

This  type  of  work  is  greatly  changing  with  the  introduction  of  new 
and  more  dangerous  poisons.  The  type  of  person  required  for  this  job 
is  one  who  has  the  necessary  intelligence  to  appreciate  the  methods  to 
be  used  and  to  be  able  to  approach  and  discuss  problems  with  householders 
and  occupiers  of  business  premises. 

There  has  been  no  serious  infestations  during  the  year  but  regular 
complaints  of  small  infestations  have  been  received.  It  is  possible 
that  in  some  cases  this  has  been  due  to  the  redevelopment  taking  place 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  the  consequent  disturbance  of  land. 

Complaints  have  been  received  from  time  to  time  of  rats  on  the 
railway  embankments  and  British  Railways  give  treatment  on  being 
notified.

Treatment,  which  is  given  free  of  charge,  was  necessary  at  22

Treatment  is  not  normally  given  for  ant  infestations  but  advice  is 
readily  available,  and  with  proprietory  brands  of  insecticide  which  are 
available  this  type  of  infestation  should  not  cause  undue  trouble. 

It  seems  reasonable  that  rodent  control  and  the  disinfestation  of 
premises  should  be  dealt  with  by  one  well-trained  person. 

(11)  RAG,  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLINGS  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

One  factory  is  registered  under  the  above  Act  and  the  standard 
continues  to  be  high. 


(12)  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1931 

There  are  four  premises  licensed  under  this  Act;  all  are 
regularly  inspected  and  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

(13)  CHESHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1933 
Registration  of  Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

The  number  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  registered  with  the 
Authority  is  38. 


(14)  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936 

Some  householders  are  converting  existing  means  of  heating  to 
other  systems  such  as  gas,  electricity  and  oil,  this  does  indicate  a 
public  awareness  of  the  advantages  in  the  home  of  this  type  of  heating 
and  also  makes  a  contribution  to  the  ultimate  goal  of  clean  air. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  smoke  problems  which  have  arisen  from 
the  activities  of  British  Railways  around  Northwich  Station  will  be 
solved  during  1968  when  the  steam  engines  are  finally  replaced  by  diesel. 
Whilst  this  will  improve  the  environments  of  this  area  there  will, 
unfortunately,  be  some  redundancy  as  a  consequence. 

The  position  in  connection  with  the  large  chemical  industry  in  the 
district  remains  reasonably  satisfactory,  and,  whilst  there  have  been 
odd  complaints  during  the  year,  these  have  been  mainly  due  to  breakdowns 
in  plant. 

Co-operation  with  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectors  continues  at  a  satisfactory 
level,  and  any  difficulties  arising  are  dealt  with  informally. 
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05)  MORTUARY 


The  mortuary  is  available  for  the  Northwich  Urban  District  and  for 
certain  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  which  adjoin  the  Urban  District 
boundaries. 

Admission  for  deaths  occurring  in  other  than  normal  circumstances 
is  under  the  authority  of  the  police  and  during  the  year  59  such 
admissions  were  made;  this  shows  an  increase  of  20  on  the  previous  year. 
The  chapel  in  the  mortuary  is  used  as  a  Chapel  of  Rest,  flowers  being 
provided  from  the  Council's  Parks  Department.  This  is  a  facility  which 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  have  insufficient  facilities  at  home 
to  keep  a  body,  pending  internment.  There  were  72  such  admissions 
during  the  year. 


(16)  FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 

The  main  source  of  employment  in  Northwich  is  at  the  various  chemical 
works  which  are  owned  by  I.C.I.  Ltd.  The  other  industries  include  a  steel 
works,  leather  works  and  clothing  factories.

08)  OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

When  this  Act  became  operative  it  was  felt  that  when  inspections  of 
premises  originally  registered  had  taken  place,  the  bulk  of  the  work  would 
h  ive  been  carried  out,  but  in  practice  this  has  not  been  found  to  be  correct. 
Changes  of  occupiers  and  businesses  and  persons  employed,  alterations  and 
normal  maintenance  of  premises  have  demanded  more  continued  inspections  and 
visits  than  one  would  have  anticipated.  It  is  a  great  advantage  for  plans 
of  new  and  materially  altered  premises  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department 
for  perusal  and  comment.  This  action  so  often  can  effect  remedies  to 
matters  which  might  cause  difficulty  at  a  later  date  when  the  building  is  in 
operation  or  completed. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  under  any  part  of  the  Act 
and  Regulations.  The  only  accidents  that  have  occurred  in  this  district 
have  been  of  a  minor  nature,  and  in  most  cases  these  were  not  caused  by 
working  conditions.

(20)  SLUM  CLEARANCE 


No  major  schemes  were  embarked  upon  during  the  year  because  of  the 
difficulties  which  arose  in  connection  with  the  rehousing  of  the  people 
in  the  Urban  District  of  Northwich  (Castle  No.1)  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order,  1965,  and  until  the  occupants  of  this  area  can  be  rehoused  it  is 
difficult  to  start  the  same  procedure  in  other  areas  when  the  same  problem 
of  rehousing  will  arise. 

However,  there  are  approximately  300  houses  which  need  to  be  cleared 
as  soon  as  possible.  This  figure  includes  fit  houses  which  would  have  to 
be  cleared  in  order  to  redevelop  the  sites,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
approximately  another  200  to  2^0  houses  will  become  unfit  in  the  next  15 
years,  and  unless  land  is  acquired  to  build  a  sufficient  number  of  houses 

to  accommodate  families  who  will  require  to  be  rehoused  this  problem  will 
remain  unsolved. 

The  demolition  of  properties  in  the  London  Road/Hollands  Road 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  completed  with  the  exception  of  two  shops. 
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Properties  in  the  Church  Road/Paradise  Street/Station  Road/Witton 
Street  area,  which  is  referred  to  as  "The  Triangle",  are  being  purchased 
as  and  when  offered  to  the  Council  in  anticipation  of  this  being  dealt 
with  as  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  1968. 


(21)  INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 

Four  houses  were  represented  as  individual  unfit  houses,  all  were 
subject  to  Closing  Orders. 

Closing  Orders  were  revoked  on  two  houses  which  were  made  fit. 


(22)  GRANTS  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  OLD  HOUSES 


Until  the  procedure  for  the  making  of  improvement  areas  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1964,  is  simplified  it  is  not  likely  that  much  progress 
will  be  made  by  this  Authority.  It  is  estimated  that  some  1,500 
dwellings  require  improvement.  In  addition  to  the  benefits  of  the 
families  having  modern  amenities  in  the  home  such  a  scheme  would  do  much 
to  prevent  these  properties  becoming  unfit. 

The  two  houses  in  Greenall  Road,  referred  to  in  last  year's  Report 
were  completed  and  have  made  very  desirable  dwellings.  It  is  admitted 
that  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  these  properties  was  considerably 
higher  than  would  be  the  case  in  normal  circumstances,  but  none  of  the 
houses  included  in  the  number  of  houses  for  suggested  improvement  are  in 
the  poor  condition  that  these  two  particular  houses  were. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  by  the  Council  to  people  wishing  to 
improve  their  own  houses,  even  to  the  extent  of  loaning  money  to  the 
owner  for  his  share  of  the  improvement  and,  in  some  cases,  for  repairs 
which  are  necessary  to  be  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  improvement.

64  samples  of  various  meat  products  were  taken  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

There  are  no  formal  standards  laid  down  for  this  type  of  food  but 
14  were  considered  as  not  being  satisfactory,  indicating  that  either 
manufacturing,  handling  or  storage  methods  need  to  be  improved.  Of 
these  14  several  were  from  one  particular  source  and  difficulties  were 
experienced  in  determining  the  cause  of  unsatisfactory  samples. 
Eventually  certain  alterations  in  the  cooking  methods  were  suggested  to 
the  manufacturer,  and  this  proved  to  be  the  answer  to  the  troubles 
experienced.  It  should  be  made  clear  that  although  these  samples  were 
regarded  as  not  being  satisfactory  they  were  not  considered  unsafe. 


(4)  "DEEP  FREEZE"  FOOD  FACILITIES 


During  the  year  the  owners  of  shops  having  deep  freeze  cabinets  were 
circularised  re  the  importance  of  their  staff  observing  the  "load  line", 
and  the  dangers  of  displaying  deep-frozen  food  at  room  temperatures  with 
subsequent  re freezing  if  unsold. 

There  also  appears  to  be  carelessness  on  the  part  of  some  managers 
in  ensuring  that  refrigerated  foods  are  stored  expeditiously  following 
delivery.

(6)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1938 

The  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  Northwich  continue  in  regular 
use  and  the  conditions  at  each  are  satisfactory.  Two  possess  chilling 
rooms  adjacent  to  the  slaughter  hall  and  the  third  has  good  facilities 
for  the  cooling  of  carcases. 
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(7)  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS 

100%  meat  inspection  continues  to  be  maintained,  and  all  carcases 
and  offal  are  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouse.  Although  for  most  of 
the  year  the  pattern  of  slaughtering  was  unchanged  with  some  evening 
and  Saturday  meat  inspection,  it  was  necessary,  due  to  the  outbreak  of 
foot  and  mouth  disease,  to  adjust  the  normal  hours  of  slaughtering  in 
order  to  enable  the  butchers  to  comply  with  instructions  laid  down  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  regard  to  animals 
being  slaughtered  the  same  day  as  they  came  from  the  market. 

The  normal  hours  of  slaughtering  are 

Monday  to  Friday  -  8.30.a.m.  to  5.30«P*m. 

Saturday  -  7*30. a. m.  to  12.30.p.m. 

Sunday  -  No  slaughtering 

These  hours  were  adjusted  to  meet  the  situation,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  allow  the  owners  of  other  slaughterhouses  which  were  closed 
being  in  an  infected  area,  to  use  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban 
District.  On  occasions  our  own  butchers  had  to  use  slaughterhouses  in 
other  districts  because  of  the  difficulties  of  moving  cattle  through 
infected  areas. 

The  quality  of  the  meat  slaughtered  and  sold  in  Northwich  is  of  a 
high  quality  and  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  is  comparatively  small, 
having  regard  to  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered.  The  only  evidence 
of  tuberculosis  was  in  pigs  and  the  percentage  even  in  this  was 
extremely  low.  798  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  and 
the  following  table  gives  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  together 
with  details  of  the  post-mortem  inspection.

(10)  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  I960 

Although  the  standard  of  food  hygiene  continues  to  be  reasonably 
satisfactory  it  is  quite  possible  that  further  improvements  could  be 
made  if  sufficient  staff  was  available  to  carry  out  more  detailed 
inspections.  Hygiene  varies  considerably  from  shop  to  shop,  some  being 
satisfactory  and  some  have  an  extremely  high  standard.  Without  doubt 
the  public  can  assist  in  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  shops. 
Unfortunately,  members  of  the  public  appear  loath  to  make  complaints  to 
the  Health  Department.  If  people  ceased  patronising  shops  with  a  low 
standard  of  hygiene  shopkeepers  affected  would  very  rapidly  bring  their 
conditions  to  the  high  standard  observed  by  the  better  shops. 

The  Market  Hall,  which  was  opened  in  May,  1966,  is  proving  a 
shopping  asset  to  the  town,  and  stallholders  in  the  outside  market 
contribute  in  a  smaller  way  to  good  shopping  facilities  under  conditions 
which  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1 966 •  All  food  kiosks  in  the  Market  Hall  have 
a  sink,  washbasin  and  hot  and  cold  water,  and  good  facilities  have  been 
provided  for  the  use  of  stallholders  in  the  outside  market.  The  only 
open  food  sold  on  the  outside  market  is  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Further  extensions  to  the  shopping  area  are  beginning  to  take  shape, 
and  other  premises  are  extending,  one  firm  particularly,  to  provide  more 
facilities  for  the  sale  of  food.  It  is  expected  that  some  of  these  hew  - 
shopping  facilities  will  become  available  in  1968.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  19&7 • 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  bringing  together  into  a  single  team, 
various  members  of  the  County  Health  Department  operating  at  divisional  level. 

This  can  only  lead  to  an  improvement  in  the  services  to  the  public,  will  decrease 
the  professional  isolation  of  some  staff  and  enable  all  sections  to  contribute, 
within  the  framework  of  the  policy  laid  down  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the 
development  of  our  services  within  the  Division,  In  this  connection  I  particularly 
welcome  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer’s  contribution  to  this  report. 

With  effect  from  1st  October,  1967,  I  was  appointed  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Runcorn  Division  in  addition  to  Mid-Cheshire,  This  reflects  a 
changing  policy,  in  which  Division  Medical  Officer’s  will  be  relieved  of  routine 
administrative  duties,  and  be  enabled  to  devote  more  time  to  purely  medical 
administration  and  the  development  of  a  community  health  programme.  Given  this 
change  in  policy  it  is  possible  to  adequately  cope  with  two  Divisions  with  the 
assurance  that  in  the  event  of  any  major  emergency,  additional  assistance  will  be 
available  from  the  County  Council’s  medical  staff. 

With  the  proposed  appointment  of  an  Area  Nursing  Officer  in  1968  who  will 
cover  both  Divisions,  one  sees  developing  a  management  team  of  senior  officers 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  responsible  for  the  day 
to  day  management  of  an  integrated  Health  Service  team  -  a  very  necessary  pre¬ 
requisite  to  close  liaison  with  the  hospital  and  general  practitioner  services. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  expansion  of  most  of  our  services.  This 
does  not  apply  to  the  Child  7/elfare  Clinics  and  I  look  forward  to  the  results  of 
the  current  re-appraisal  of  their  function  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  improving 
the  facilities  for  the  handicapped.  Now  that  a  much  closer  liaison  exists  with  the 
Mental  Welfare  Section  it  will  be  possible  to  move  towards  the  joint  use  of  certain 
of  these  facilities  e.g.  the  proposed  Work  Centre.  This  will  be  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  patient  who  is  well  on  the  way  to  recovery  from  a  mental  illness 
but  not  yet  fit  to  return  to  normal  work.  For  this  to  be  a  success  there  will 
have  to  be  careful  selection  of  patients  and  close  contact  With  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers.  If  our  experience  proves  satisfactory  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why 
this  joint  participation  in  group  activities  should  not  be  extended.  This  will 
depend,  however,  on  the  availability  of  trained  staff  having  a  knowledge  of  the 
particular  problems  of  the  mentally  ill,  to  supervise  the  group. 

I  could  not  close  this  foreword  without  expressing  my  appreciation  to  the 
many  voluntary  workers  whose  invaluable  assistance  makes  many  of  our  services 
possible. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and 
support  during  the  year,  and  Mr.  Durrad,  Mr.  Large  and  the  members  of  the 
Divisional  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

There  was  a  substantial  drop  in  the  sales  of  National  Dried  Milk  and  for 
the  first  time  a  reversal  in  the  previously  uniform  annual  increase  in  sales 
of  Proprietary  Foods.  Food  selling  times  have  not  been  changed  and  undoubtedly 
the  increasing  development  of  supermarkets  is  affecting  the  sales.  Mothers  can 
now,  in  many  cases,  purchase  baby  foods  at  competitive  prices  when  doing  their 
normal  shopping. 

With  the  publication  of  the  Sheldon  Report  on  the  future  development  of 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  I  hope  that  the  policy  of  selling  Proprietary  Foods  will 
be  reviewed. 


During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  transfer  resi>onsibility  for  Welfare  Food 
sales  at  Tarporley  to  the  W.R.V.S.  and  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  for  their  assistance.

Dysentery 


The  nine  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  in  two  related  families  Y/ith  young 
children  v/ho  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  together.  Re-infections  occurred 
amongst  members  of  the  families  despite  intensive  visiting  by  the  Publio 
Health  Inspector  and  Health  Visitor  and  a  period  of  nearly  four  months  elapsed 
before  we  v/ere  able  to  say  that  the  families  were  free  from  infection. 
Fortunately  no  cases  occurred  outside  these  families. 

Encephalitis 

Two  cases  of  acute  virus  encephalitis  which  had  occurred  in  Tarporley 
were  notified  in  July. 

Food  Poisoning 

Three  members  of  a  family  in  Cuddington  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
suspected  food  poisoning.  The  suspected  article  of  food  was  sausage  but  none 
of  the  batch  consumed  v/as  left.  No  food  poisoning  organisms  were  isolated 
from  the  patients  or  samples  of  sausages  taken  from  the  original  supplier.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


The  services  for  the  physically  handicapped  continued  to  expand  and  I 
should  again  like  to  thank  the  various  voluntary  organisations  for  helping 
to  make  this  expansion  possible.  In  particular  I  must  express  my  appreciation 
to  Mrs.  Litler  and  Mrs.  Stott  of  the  W.R.V.S.  and  Mrs.  Rogerson  and  Mr.  Rowley 
of  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped. 

Social  Provisions 

Social  Club 

This  continues  to  meet  on  alternate  weeks  and  has  enjoyed  a  very  varied 
programme.  A  particularly  pleasing  development  has  been  the  increasing 
acceptance  by  the  Club  Committee  of  responsibility  for  the  progress  of  the 
Club*.  This  Committee  acts  as  an  umbrella  covering  all  the  activities  for 
the  physically  handicapped  in  the  Division,  so  that  in  addition  to  acting  as 
,a  liaison  Committee,  increasingly  the  Club  representatives  on  the  Committee 
are  bringing  forward  new  ideas  for  extending  the  scope  of  the  services. 

Handicraft  Group 

This  has  continued  to  thrive  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  Club  to  meet  weekly  instead  of  fortnightly.  It  is  staffed 
by  two  teachers  supplied  by  the  Education  Department. 

Cultural  Evening  Group 

The  programme  was  a  little  disrupted  due  to  unavoidable  changes  of 
loaders  for  the  music  class.  ¥e  were  fortunate,  however,  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  Mr.  Peartree,  Music  Master  at  Sir  John  Deane’s  Grammar  School, 
who  will,  I  am  sure,  make  a  great  contribution  to  the  development  of  this 
group.  Mr.  Rowley  continues  to  take  the  art  class,  in  addition  to  organising 

the  transport  rota. 

Summer  Holiday 

The  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  organised 
the  Annual  Holiday  and  sixteen  members  and  friends  enjoyed  a  week  at 
The  Doric  Hotel,  Blackpool,  during  May.  The  Divisional  Health  Committee  again 
made  a  contribution  of  £5  per  member  and  paid  the  expenses  of  the  Red  Cross 
Nurse  who  accompanied  the  party. 

Swimming  Club 

The  Swimming  Club  commenced  in  May  and  at  the  close  of  the  season  fourteen 
members  were  attending.  This  could  not  possibly  have  functioned  successfully 
without  the  close  co-operation  of  Mr.  Walton,  Baths  Manager,  and  members  of 
the  Swimming  Club  and  voluntary  helpers.  In  addition  to  Mr.  Walton, 

Mrs.  Johnson,  one  of  our  Occupational  Therapists,  assisted  in  the  supervision 
of  these  sessions.  Before  a  patient  is  accepted  the  approval  of  his  own 
Doctor  is  obtained. 

This  extension  of  the  services  for  the  physically  handicapped  has  proved 
very  successful  and  of  immense  value  to  the  members  attending. 

Plans  for  the  Future 

Yfork  Centre 

To  commence  in  January  on  one  morning  per  week  initially.  This  is  a 
joint  project  with  Captain  Booth  of  the  Salvation  Army.  The  members  who  wish 
to  attend  have  agreed  that  any  financial  benefits  will  be  shared  equally  and 
look  upon  this  group  as  merely  an  extension  of  their  other  group  activities. 
This  is  a  most  interesting  and  gratifying  attitude  reflecting  as  it  does,  the 
spirit  which  has  been  engendered  amongst  the  members  of  the  Highfield  Club. 

The  major  problem  of  such  a  development  is  the  provision  of  suitable 
contract  work.  To  overcome  this  it  is  intended  in  the  intial  stages  at  least, 
to  ’farm  out’  work  from  the  Adult  Training  Centre  to  the  ’Work  Centre.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  1967  there  was  an  increase  of  25 °/o  in  the  number  of  cases  and  a 
2Vfo  increase  in  the  hours  provided  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Although 
the  bulk  of  the  additional  hours  was  given  to  the  over  65  age  group,  I 
anticipate  a  considerable  increase  in  demand  for  assistance  in  maternity  cases 
during  1968,  principally  due  to  the  increase  in  population  in  Y/insford. 

The  Good  Neighbour  Scheme  was  launched  during  1967  and  operated  quite 
successfully  in  several  carefully  selected  cases. 

Inevitably,  with  rising  costs,  the  maximum  charge  for  the  service  was 
raised  from  4/9h.  to  5/6d.  an  hour  on  the  2nd  October,  1967.  The  only  other 
significant  financial  change  during  the  year  was  the  introduction  of  a  new 
assessment  scale  and  the  abolition  of  the  'Future  Recovery  Scheme’.

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MID-CHESHIRE  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Tho  function  of  a  social  work  agency  falls  into  three  categories,  work 
with  individuals  (casework) ;  work  with  groups  of  people,  for  social  theraputic 
purposes  (groupwork)  5  and  work  with  and  in  the  coninunity.  Most  cases  referred 
to  the  Mental  Health  Service  cone  direct  fron  tho  General  Practitioner,  whilst 
others  are  referred  fron  the  Hospital  Service.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
works  as  part  of  a  tean  with  the  General  Practitioner  and  Hospital  Services, 
and  also  works  in  liaison  with  the  nany  other  services  that  can  be  of  assis¬ 
tance  to  the  individual  e.g.  Ministries  of  Labour  and  Social  Security, 
Children's  and  Welfare  Departnents,  Donestic  Help  Service  etc. 


dork  with  individuals  can  lead  to  identifying  problems  which  nay  be 
common  to  a  number  of  people.  When  this  happens  then  it  is  for  the  Service 
to  try  and  meet  the  needs  of  this  particular  group.  Lpring  the  year  it  was 
felt  that  there  was  a  need  to  form  a  social  group  in  order  to  bring  together 
people  who  needed  stimulation  through  group  activities,  and  so  it  was  that  in 
June,  the  Russett  Social  Club  at  './eaverhan  was  started.  It  is  attended  by 
nearly  thirty  people  who  find  it  difficult  to  participate  in  social  activities 
normally  held  in  the  community.  It  meets  once  a  fortnight,  and  is  attended 
by  Dr.  H.  Eaton  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  Crossley  Hospital,  and  also 
by  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 


With  the  agreement  of  the  Northwich  and  District  Handicapped  Children's 
Society,  the  social  club  for  the  Adult  Mentally  Handicapped  became  the 
responsibility  of  a  Committee  with  representatives  from  the  Health  Department, 
Youth  Service  and  the  Handicapped  Children's  Society.  The  purpose  of  the  Club 
is  to  provide  social  activities  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  living  in  the 
uid-Chc shire  area,  and  many  members  travel  to  the  Club  by  public  transport 
This  is  to  bo  commended  and  encouraged,  as  it  helps  to  build  up  confidence " in 
he  individual  and . helps  him  on  the  road  to  social  independence.  The  Club 
meets  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  but  the  Management 
ommittoe  of  the  Winnington  House  Youth  Centre,  Northwich,  has  agreed  to  the 
lub  being  held  on  its  promises  when  their  new  Club  comes  into  use  early  next 
year.  The  Management  Committee  has  also  agreed  to  its  full-time  loader 
*  ■PGtGr  assuming  overall  responsibility  for  tho  running  of  the  Club 

Attendance  averages  between  thirty  and  thirty  five  per  session  and  when  the 
move  to  Winnington  House  takes  place  there  will  be  a  weekly  meeting  as  opposed 
to  fortnightly  meetings  at  present. 

Another  provision  which  is  being  looked  into  for  the  younger  mentally 
handicapped  is  a  Play  Group.  * 

Employment  provides  many  difficulties  for  people  in  the  ordinaiy  course 
of  events,  but  for  the  handicapped  there  are  additional  difficulties.  Their 
particular  needs  have  to  bo  taken  into  consideration  and  these  can  affect 

Welfn^rOfT?  mUCh  aS  th°  patient-  An  aspect  of  the  work  of  a  Mental 

elfare  Officer  which  assumes  considerable  importance  is  the  ability  to 

stimulate  the  desire  to  work  and  having  done  this,  to  help  find  suitable 

employment  for  them.  Co-operation  with  employers  is  veiy  good  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  the  Service  again  took  part  in  Mental  Health  Week  which 
is  sponsored  by  National  Voluntary  Organisations  connected  with  Mental Health 
and  supported  by  local  Health  Authorities.  The  emphasis  on  this  occasion  Is 
on  careers  in  the  professions  that  make  up  tho  psychiatric  service  and  on 
a  tracting  recruits  to  do  voluntary  service.  A  Mental  Health  Vook  Committee 
was  formed  and  this  was  Chaired  by  Mr.  M.  Burrows,  Principal  of  HarttoA 
College  of  Further  Education.  A  portable  careers  exhibition  was  taken  round 
ne  senior  schoois  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  there  was  a  static  exhibition 
at  Hartford  College.  These  aroused  considerable  interest.  There  wore  also 
wo  public  meetings,  one  in  Wmsford  and  one  in  Northwich.  Those  were  not  as 
weii  attended  as  the  previous  year  and  when  considering  tho  purport  of  the 
Theme  ior  next  year,  it  may  be  necessary  to  think  of  a  di ffovoiri-  + 
the  public.

The  mobile  building  which  was  erected  in  the  grounds  has  been  in 
operation  during  the  year  and  serves  as  a  classroom  for  Junior  2,  This 
building  is  a  groat  asset  as  the  Main  Hall  can  now  be  used  by  all 
classes  as  required. 


The  work  of  the  Centre  is  devoted  to  enabling  the  children  to 
progress  as  far  as  their  limitations  will  allow.  The  approach  to  3R 
work  continues  throughout  whilst  the  children  enjoy  relaxation  in 
music  and  movement,  art  and  constructive  play.  Emphasis  is  paid  to 
the  development  of  good  social  behaviour  by  the  children. 


The  usual  Christmas  celebrations  were  held  and  enjoyed  by  participants 
and  spectators  alike. 

Girls  from  Hartford  Secondary  Modem  School  attend  three  mornings 
per  week  as  part  of  their  Social  Studies  programme  and  are  very  helpful. 
Our  girls  have  enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  physical  education  at  their 
school  each  Wednesday  afternoon. 


ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE

self-help  and  pride  in  achievement  is  evident  in  the  attitudes  of 
trainees  to  this  innovation. 

Y/hilst  social  and  work  activities  continue  to  progress  together, 
physical  education  is  by  no  means  neglected.  P.E,  sessions  are  geared 
to  the  trainees  capabilities  to  enable  them  to  gain  the  maximum 
benefits  both  physically  and  educationally,  i.e,  spatial  judgement, 
perception  and  anticipation. 

At  all  times  trainees  are  encouraged  in  speech  and  to  express  their 
particular  viewpoint  in  all  subjects.

The  work  training  programme  encompasses  a  wide  variety  of  skills, 
each  with  a  definite  value.  Craft  activities  include  woodwork, 
upholstery  and  decorative  wire  manipulation.  Industrial  contract 
work  is  also . executed  by  trainees  -  such  work  provides  an  identifi¬ 
cation  with  industry  and  helps  to  infuse  trainees  with  a  sense  of 
community. 

The  standard  of  work  in  all  operations  is  high  and  output  in  the 
assembly  of  electrical  components  has  increased  well  beyond  initial 
expectations. 

Full  integration  of  the  sexes  is  incorporated  in  all  activities 
and  the  value  of  this  is  reflected  in  improved  social  behaviour. 

December  saw  the  event  of  the  annual  Xmas  Party  and  everyone, 
without  exception,  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  festivities.
